Houston and We appreciate your expeditious action. 

2. As a pure technical consent concerning the briefing state- 
sent, X would suggest that "Public Law 513" be aore specifically 
identified as you hare done on the copy of the Act Itself. A a ere 
citation of a public lav by number is not, for general legal purposes, 
considered sufficient since it is possible that each session of Congress 
oould pass a lav bearing a similar number. Although in this case, 
reference to the attached copy of the lav would identify Public Lav 513, 
it would be preferable to specifically identify it in the briefing 
statement. 

3* Pr el i min a r y discussions with the Degaortnent of Justice have 
resulted in their indicating that a prosecution under Public Lav 513, 
now known as Section 796 of Title 18 of the V. 3. Code, could not be 
brought without reference to Executive Order 10501 which establishes 
the various categories of classified information. While this is a 
tentative view of the Dspartmeot of Justice, with which the undersigned 
is not in complete agr e e men t, I believe it is true in most cases that 
wherever cryptographic material would be involved, it would bear one 
of the established security classifications established under the Execu- 
tive Order. Those categories stem frem and relate to Sections 793 and 
f9^ of Title 18 of the 0. S. Code. In view of the above, it is suggested 
that appropriate reference should be made to Sections 793 and 79 ^ in your 
briefing statement.
